CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-26 are presented. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

The arguments in the request for reconsideration of 1/27/2004 state that the cited 
references do not teach the claimed invention. 

The arguments can be summarized as: the three separate numbers of the 
claimed invention were not taught by the reference (Card). Yet, in the section "How to 
write a Java Card applet", this was clearly noted. For example, the read_balance, 
deposit, and debit commands operate with the assumption that PIN is operational. The 
PIN is not mere "personal identification number." See, for example, the code line using 
PIN: 

byte byteRead=(byte) 
(adpu.setlncomingAndReceiveO); 

Clearly, PIN class is a building block for Java Card program. A class may be used 
multiple times to produce objects. Thus, that there is one PIN class does not mean 
there is only one PIN object. Furthermore, in the section "The Java Card 2.0 
framework", the EMV standard is explicitly mentioned. Thus, the three numbers of the 
claims are suggested (by the EMV standard). 

Thus, the claimed invention was taught by the cited reference. 
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CLAIM REJECTIONS 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable (as 
noted in the Office Action dated 12/3/2003).
